Old Age Benefits at Age 50
So says Mrs. Sara R. Evans, 

director, Torrance Veterans 
Service Center, who points out 
that since July 1 totally dis­ 
abled persons having the neces­ 
sary social sVcurity coverage 
can'collect, their old age bone- 
fits at age 50 instead of waiting 
until they are 65 years old. The 
disability must be permanent.

A last-minute change in the 
law struck out the limitation 
which would have required that 
any other federal disability pay­ 
ment be subtracted from the 
social security benefit. Had the 
limitation stayed in Die law, it 
would have cancelled out com­ 
pensation paid to veterans for 
service-incurred injuries or ail­ 
ments.

Injustice Erased
Fortunately, this potential in­ 

justice was erased a few days 
after the disability provision 
took effect. Enactment of Pub­ 
lic Law 85-109 on July 17 struck 
out the so-called offset provision 
retroactively to July 1.

Now that the deduction rule 
has been eliminated, a veteran 
drawing compensation may also 
collect, the full amount of any 
social security disability pay to 
which he may be entitled. Vet­

erans who 
formed may check 
the social security

get the matter straightened out. 
Oilier Payments Subtracted
However, veterans' compensa­ 

tion is the only benefit exempt­ 
ed from the offset rule. Other 
VA payments which must still

b* subtracted from social s«. 
curiry disability pay at age 50 
include death compensation and 
VA pensions for non-service 
connected disabilities.
